Canadian Pres* 

Ottawa. Peb. 4.—Maintenance of 
competition in blc$w coal by continu¬ 
ing Importation from foreign coun¬ 
tries Is recommended by Dr. H. M. 
Tory, royal commissioner who in¬ 
quired into importation and distri¬ 
bution of anthracite. T^s report was 
tabled today In the House of Com¬ 
mons by Hon. Noranan Rogers. Min¬ 
ister of Labor. 

Dr. Tory found no evidence of price- 
fixing. 

DIRECT IMPORTATION 

His other recommendations: 

Importation should come directly 
from the country of origin Instead 
of through agencies controlling com¬ 
petitive supplies in another country. 

Co-operative organisations should 
be encouraged. 

Municipalities should take more 
vigorous action to prevent frauds. 

Anthracite entering Canada should 
be classified aa to country of origin, 
mixture should be so named and 
Welsh coal should be classified in two 
grades. 

Systematic analyses of Imported

IN MONTREAL. YESTERDAY. PRE- 

1 mier Pattullo delivered a few borne truths 
to the people of Eastern Canada when he told 
them plainly that the East still is thmking of 
the West as a peculiar problem, whereas west¬ 
erners; with their own peculiar problems, are j 
trying to move ahead progressively and sanely. 
Mr. Pattullo was alluding to what he termed 
an atmosphere that is becoming "befogged with 
generalities about finances.’’ 

One of these days, perhaps, the East will 
try to understand the West and adjust itself 
accordingly. As Mr. Pattullo quite properly 
observed in his press interview yesterday. West¬ 
ern Canada understands the East because "moat 
of us come from here." With this in hit mind, 
he suggested that it was a waste of tune trying 
to apply regimented views, with which the East 
teems to have taken, to westerners and western 
conditions. 

The Premier naturally pointed with pride 
to the condition of British Columbia. He said: 
"Undoubtedly the province is prospering, and 
that prosperity caa not be laid to any one in¬ 
dustry. It is the result of a widespread de¬ 
velopment." He could have added, too. that 
if the East would try to understand the West 
as the West understands the East, there might 
be a practical mellowing of eastern economic 
views toward the West.

of the people. Debt-free credit would 
be Issued by the government, based 
on productive power. 

Debt elimination by agreement with 
other provinces without vlcilm'xatlon 
of bondholders, progressive reduction 
of taxation, development of natural 
resources and adequate wages and 
good working conditions also were In- ; 
eluded in the manifesto. * 

In addition a basic dividend and 
scientific price adjustment at -the 
j retail end to prevent manipulation 
r.nd inflation were named in the docu¬ 
ment.

Many different methods have been 
discovered for treating such patients, 
with a view to helping, if not curing 
them. One of the simplest" methods 
la the Injection of blood directly Into 
the body; sometimes Into the veins, 
sometimes Into the muscles, or under 
the skin. 

Transfusion, as will be pointed out 
ls$er, is today one of the most sig¬ 
nificant method* In the treatment of 
diseases, particularly those affecting 
the blood. 

Use of the venom of the moccasin 
snake' also has been found to be of 
value in some cases where previous 
testa were made. 

In severe cases, removal of the 
spleen by nurglcal operation has been 
shown to be of value and the opera¬ 
tion has been used in hundreds of 
coses, apparently to advantage In 
most Instances. 

Still other methods Involve the 
taking of large amounts of vitamin 
C and the feeding of g high vita-, 
mitt diet generally. 

As has been pointed out. tttere 
seem to be many different varieties 
of this condition and moot or the 
methods of treatment are considered 
to be experimental for the Individual .

Miss Phoebe Riddle. B.A. 
Speaks to Astronomical 
Society 


Because Copernicus had the courage ( 
to doubt the traditional ideas of 
astronomy as sst forth by Aristotle I 
and Ptolemy, he was the first modern ' 
astronomer, declared Mlaa Phoebe 
Riddle. B.A.. at the first of the spring 
lectures of the Victoria centre of ths 
Royal Astronomical Society of Canada 
yesterday evening at the Y W.C.A. 

To understand Copernicus, one I 
must understand the period in which 
he lived. Miss Riddle said. The scienti¬ 
fic views of the people of Europe be¬ 
fore the time of Copernicus in the 
early sixteenth century were greatly ; 
influenced by the theories of Aristotle j 

Aristotle believed the earth was 
stationary and the stars revolved 
around it. This viewpoint on the be¬ 
havior of the uni vers* was accepted 
as true fog fourteen hundred years. 
Accordingly, when Copernicus began ! 
to set forth his own ideas about 
astronomy, he had a large problem in 
converting those around him to hit 
theories. 

Copernicus received most of hU 
early education from his family and I 
when of age attended the University \ 
of Karakov and later the University 
of Pronberg. He was then persuaded 
by his uncle, who was a bishop, to 
I enter the clergy. 

It was here Copernicus made the 
startling discovery that the stars and 
planets did not revolve around thej 
earth, but that the earth revolved on j 
Ite own axis. This theory he set forth | 
In a book which he wrote In 1543.i 
In order to convert his friends to this 
belief. Copernicus used very simple 
arguments. Pythagoras, he said had 
declared the earth to revolve on Its i 
axis, but. however, had not stated 
why 

Another argument he declared, lav 
, in the fact that when a boot moved 
along a river bank, very often It 
t-eemed the bank was moving and not 
the boat. Therefore It was possible and
